A Dl&KsVuTABta Monarch. — The King of 
©ude is a thorn in the side of the British Gov- 
ernment in India. A writer from Calcutta says 
•f him : 

lie Is a very disreputable example of the re- 
tired monarch. His estate at Garden Reach is 
in a disgraceful state, and the other day some 
of his dissipated followers sallied out ami made 
an attack upon two or three Europeans who 
happened to stray into this compound bv mis- 
take. The place is a convenient centre of de- 
bauchery and licentiousness. The King now 
awes about a mii'tion sterling, although lor ten 
years past he has been receiving a revenue of 
£80,000 a year. During the whole of that pe- 
riod he has never moved outside the house but 
•u two occasions, when he went, against his in- 
clination, to the fort. He spends his money on 
the harem and rare birds, the collection in each 
department being, it is said, particularly large 
and varied. It is a singular fact that thenative 
families Increase largely when dethroned, auJ 
decrease when reigning. Thus, the King of 
Oude, the Nawab Nazim, and Gholab Mahomed 
(all prisoners and semi-state prisoners) have 
such multitudes of children that the princes 
must, necessarily, be paupers in a couple of 
generation — except in the case of Gholab Ma- 
homed, who, thanks to the liberality of the 
English Government, is heaping up riches rap- 
idly. On the other hand, all reigning native 
houses, whether Hindoo or Mahammedan, are 
In perpetual danger of extinction. If it were 
not for the principle of adoption, which enables 
these princes to appoint successors, all the na- 
tive States woaid lapse to us in the course of a 
century. This great difference must have its 
•rigin in some dark secret of tho zenana. No 
Mohammedan reigning prince has more than 
•nc sou: lha Nizam lias no children. 



— Court- 
ship, as the precursor to marriage, is unknown 
among them. When a young warrior is de-

«ne by giving hi exchange for her a "sister or 
some other female rclativo of his own; but, if 
there should happen to bo ue eligible damsel 
disengaged In the tribe to which he bflongs, 
then he hovers round the encampment of some 
ether blacks, until he gets an opportunity of 
seizing one of their leubras, whom, perhaps, he 
has seen and admired when attending one of tho 
grand corroboniee. His mode of paying his 
addresses is simple and efficacious. With a blow 
ef his nullr.-nulla (war-club) he stuns :Lc object 
c( his "affections," and drags her insensible 
body away to some retired spot, whence, as soon 
as she recovers her senses, he brings her homo 
to his own gunvah in triumph. 

Sometimes two join in an expedition for the 
tame purpose, and then for several days they 
watch the movements of their intended victims, 
using the utmost skill in concealing their pres- 
ence.

CoxsrRirriox in FsUXl r..— From an inter- 
esting article In Temple Bar Magazine, we copy 
the following: 

In France, when a lad arrives at the age of 
twenty-one, he is liable to be drafted into the 
aimv. To the poor ftte It inexorable; to the 
wealthy she affords a loop-hole, a chance of .es- 
cape in the shape of a substitute. Within four 
and twenty hours of its birth, every infant is 
carried bv* Its nurse and Its father, or some 
other relation, to the Mairie, and there Its asms 
and sex are duly entered into a vast volume in 
the registry office. If it be a boy, it is followed 
abont by the police all over the country. Jean- 
not't parents cannot move from one place to 
another without giving notice to the commls- 
taire of his migration; and when, years after 
this civle pertecution, heenters the threshold of 
manhood, the luckless lad finds himself »'.r»/si 
by the Minister of War to present himself at 
the milittry bureau. 

Too well he knows the meaning of thst oml-. 
nons Invitation, and, with beating heart and 
heaw step«, obeyt the tummons. lie knew 
that It must come; his mother knew that it 
must come; his sister knew thtt it must come; 
Jeanette knew that it must come; yet_none ths 
less sorrowful he goes, and they accompany 
him to the bureau, and none the less cheerful 
they behold him descending the steps with gay 
colors pinned to his cap in mockery of his mis- 
fortune. For a misfortune It is regarded. 

Few, verv few Frenchmen, however valltntlv 
thev fight in the field, however loudly they af- 
terward talk of the glory of arms, rej'Mee" 
when thev first draw the evil sc!p which tears 
them from their homes, from their daily bnsl- 
nest, from their future career, to run the will- 
o'-the-wisp chase after the problematic Mar- 
shal's baton, which every French soldier is told 
he carries In hie knapse-ck. If anything could 
reconcile him to hit lot, or soften the horrors of 
this forcible abstraction from his family, it 
wonld be Ihe idea of promotion, which charac- 
terizes the Trench army; but even this fails to 
sheer or to compensate him for the serious 
check which his protpects In life receive. A 
elond has descended thick and dark npon 
hit hopes, npon tho delicate Utile project* of 
love and matrimony he had formed, and at 
twenty-one he is compelled to resign hlmtelf to 
a barren, if not vicious course of life ha detests. 
abandoning designs he had probably cherished 
from his youth. 

Snch is' the social »hra?e of the eonscriptlon. 
Yet one hundred thousand youths are thus an- 
nually torn from their homes; by an imperial 
decree of 1857, the nnmber was fixed at this 
h'jh figure. Previously it was left to ths dis- 
cretion or caprice of the war minister, who 
raised it. Substitution, however, is allowed in 
the French army. Up to the year 1855, private 
agencies existed, where substitutes could bo 
procured for a stipulated lum; since then, how- 
ever, these agencies have been abolished, and 
the government has entirely monopolized the 
business,, with the view of creating a dotating 
fund, wherewith to encourage enlistment when 
the original term of serv ice has expired. The 
price of a substitute is fixed annually, and varies 
considerable: yet it is at any time a large sum 
for a youth even of the middle classes to pav. 
In lf , ;V>, the sum was £112; 1&07, £12; and in 
1862, £!>2. 

To show how poorly voluntary enlistments 



Felves to the recruiting sergeant, not more than 
1,192 displayed their martial zeal In 18t!2— so 
little pugnacious is your real Frenchman if left 
to himself. No armv in the wnrld offers greater 
prizes, and it would not be fair to the military 
system of France not to state that rapid ad- 
vancement is open to every soldier, and that no 
man with superior education ever remains long 
in the ranks. 

Wives, German and Enomsii.— The two 
ccuntires had a different valuation for tue"com- 
modify." A German writer, Dr. Friedburg, has 
lately published a lecture on the subject. "The 
author commences by pointing out the inferior 
)>05ition which women originally held. Not 
that the German ever treated his wife with 
Oriental contempt, but her individuality was 
utterly merged in that of her husband, and he 
mieht beat, sell or kill her without much fear 
oi the consequences. When he died, moreover, 
some writers held that his wile was expected to 
put an end to her life also. The father looked 
on his daughter as so much marketable pro- 
duce, and sold her hand without m iking any 
inquiries of her heart. When she disobeyed hit 
commands, he beat her as much as he liked, and 
when she got married he expected to be recom- 
pensed for the loss of her servi* ( — an idea 
Which still holds its ground in English law. 
Among the Bavarians, a father had tho power 
of dissolving his daughter's marriage if her hus- 
band's money was not forthcoming at the prop- 
er time, and marriage was regarded as a species 
of purchase — another idea, the author remarks, 
which slill lurks in the hearts of Englishmen, 
many of whom imagine that they can legally 
sell their wives by auction. But as civilization 
advanced, the Germans treated their women 
with more respect. The Franks, and some 
other tribes, held a father who forced his daugh- 
ter to marry against her will responsible for any 
injury her husband might do her; but on 
the other hand, a girl who married without 
her father's consent, was severely punished. 
After a time, tho money paid by" the bridc- 
groi m was settled on the bride, as a provis- 
ion for possible widowhood, and event i dly 
il dwindled Into a svrubol, and took the form of 
a wedding-ring. With the Crusades came a 
great chanixe. The rongh warriors of the West 
were mollified by the air of the Orient, aud 1-jve 
look hcueeforth a softer form. Tlioy began to 
worablp women, and to love the wives of other 
men. instead of beating their own. A period of 
profligacy and licentiousness ensued, and lasted 
till the times of Hohenstouten, when women 
were leas udored but more respected, and a 
reformation of morals took place. Dr. Fried- 
burg thinks that the Church had little to do 
with mai riage in Germany till a comparatively 
recent dap*. Betrothal arid marriage were orig- 
inally of equal force, and though banns date 
from the year 1215 in Germany, it was not till 
the time of the Council of Trent that the pres- 
ence of a priest at a marriage wa3 mado abso- 
lutely Imperative." 

— The little kingdom of Belgium, 
hedged in by powerful neighbors, and kuown of 
all men as "the ba.'.tle-ground of Europe," pr^. 
sents » pleasing Spectacle. The most densely 
populated country in Europe., il i, poaceful, in- 
dustrious, and free. With a splrlte'A »nd intelli- 
gent population, although 'be Influence, "f 
French ejvilization U Tery great, the doctrines 
ol imperialism br.Ve produced no marked effect 
upon It. Its soil, originally unfavorable, by 
generations of careful culture, has been raised 
to great productiveness, and it3 agriculture is 
not surpassed by that of anvnatlon. Its manu- 
factures have long enjoyed the highest repu- 
tation, and have contributed, and still 
contribute, largely to its prosperity. In 
commercial pursuits it is famous. " It is 
accepting frankly the doctrines of free 
trade, and, by the opening of the Scheldt, indi- 
cates a preparation for increased commercial 
intercourse with othernations. Its foreign com- 
merce Is large and growing. It is much occu- 
pied in carrying out judicious plans of internal 
improvement, by the aid of which to increase 
the national prosperity. Its revenue is increas- 
ing through its progress In wealth, tnd its tax- 
ation is simultaneously diminishing. It is free 
from the enormous load of debt which weighs 
upon the industry of Holland, and U compara- 
tively free from tiie trammels on energy aud en- 
terprise which a huge national debt imposes. 
Its constitution a liuiitcd monarchy, its press is 
free, its laws are duly administered by properly 
constituted courts, its citizens enjoy the full 
right of trial by jury, and all are eqiial in the 
eye of the law. Its legislative body consists of 
a Senate and House of Representatives. The 
elective franchise is vested In citizens paying 
not less than 42 francs annually of direct taxes, 
and citizenship is the sole qualification for the 
representatives. The senatorial qualification is 
citizenship, domiciliation, forty years of age, 
and pav ment of i certain amount of direct tax- 
es annually. Each house of the legislative body 
may originate laws, but there is the excellent 
provision that money bills must originate with 
the representatives. Religion is free, while the 
Roman Catholic is predominant, aud education 
is well provided for. In literature, science, and 
art, Belgium can boast of many names, which 
attest the intellectual activity of the country. In 
brief, Be-lgium presents a "fine example that 
prosperity attends upon freedom. 

riioTooR.Miuso with Pbxrters' Ink. — Or- 
diuary printers' ink has been successfully 
brought into the service of photography. This 
ink is mixed wll . certain chenUcau, and spread 
completely over the paper intended to be sub- 
mitted to the actUu of the rays of light through 
a "negative" — the secret consisting in rendering 
it so sensitive that an indelible photograph may 
Pc fixed on the paper, leaving the other por- 
tions so free as to 1* easily washed off. The 
time requiicd for exposure, aud the advantage 
is. besides that of pcimanencc, the tact of the 
subject being fixed, developed, and, as it were, 
completed without the various manipulations 
required under the old system. The superflu- 
ous ink is removed by spirits in ten minutes or 
a quarter of an hour, displaying a picture for 
delicacy of tone, beautiful gradation of light 
and shade, and minuteness of detail fullv equal 
to anything heretofore obtained m photographic 
printing. By this process photographs are 
literally and at once imprinted differently from 
negatives wiih punters' ink on paper bv the 
mi. Thus, in this method, the ink takes the 
I lace of nitrate of silver aud everything cl-e 
whereby surfaces have heretofore been mwle 
sensitive! so lhat the process Is in fact a direct 
operation of the sun Itself with printers' luk on 
paper.

Captain Magnan has purchas- 
ed a galliot, and has fitted it out to sail or fight, 
lie has freighted a mci 'chant-ship, and he takes 
with him four gun-boats, built at Toulon, 
which he mtenda to use when the water is too 
shallow in the river for his larger vessels, 
Oi] tain Maguan's second in command, who il 
a retired officer of the Imperial navy, is in Paris 
selecting scientific men, artists, arid painters, 
and likewise a cargo of various articles to ex- 
change with the natives. The military who are 
to form part of the expedition arc to be com- 
manded by Captain Gerard, formerly of the 
Zouaves, end great results arc expected from 
this expedition, in prepaiing which no expense 
has been t pand.

— Byron has sung in magnifi- 
cent verses worthy of his theme the glories of 
the Venetian Republic, and extolled tho splen- 
dors of the thirteen hundred years of uninter- 
rupted liberty which It enjoyed 
"While Venice tat la stale, throned on la^c handrod 
lalft." 

But that long and golden day of liberty, which 
shone with such effulgence as to dazzle the eyes 
of the world, endejLen a night of gloom ahd 
rnbjugation. Vefrlee became a slave. Wrapt 
in profound mourning, she laments day and 
night over the loss of ber national iudepeud- 
enee — 

•TVfcr* Bt. Hark rtlll slow hli rtoedi of bratt 

Their piMed cellsr* aliUeiiun in the tail; 
ir l ■ 1 . 
Art thev net bridl^dt Vtnire loot and wonf 
lit r thirteen hundrod rean of freedom done'." 

The tad but beaulirnl picture which hat been 
drawn by Moore of Xinmel's mistress is perfect- 
ly true of Venice. Deprived of freedom, her 
heart buried in the grave of her beloved, she 
turns coldly from the garo of those strangers 
who preterit her with the festive garland and 
woo her lo be merry. No! Shs is incousolable! 
Her master can chain her: be cannot make ber 
jig and dance in her manacles. Breast to breast, 
hand to hand, face to face, ha cannot encounter 
the strange intruder whom the hates; she cannot 
thrust him nut. The time for lhat struggle has 
not yet arrived, but in the interval at least she 
esnweep. No benevolent viceroy — all smiles 
and mendacity, all amiability aud deceit, all 
blandishment and treachery — can beguile her in to 
undignified mirth, or make her children lose In 
their individual enjoyments the heavy memory 
of their national lots. Her theatre — perhaps 
the most magnificent in Inrope — is silent as the 
grave. That theatre, to tpacioui and splendid, 
which to often resonnded with the siren accents 
of melodiout song, it closed. The patriotic 
Venetians deprive tl. erase! ves ef theatrical en- 
joymonts, lest their maetert thould deem them 
eonUnt with that Infamous repose which sub- 
mission wrings from oppression. 

Thongh Venice is subjected by brute force to 
Austiian authority, though there 

"ii lasptuor Uaaiplaa wharf aa Emperev knelt,** 
tha true government of the Venetians — that 
which they obey — Is "the Secret Committee." 
What that" teeret committee is, who are Its 
members, no one In Venice knows, least of all 
the Austriant. It is this teeret committee — al- 
ways Invisible, but ever present — which lockt 
the' theatre and thuts the ball-room. Let tit 
picture to ourtelves one of those magnificent 
palaces which tower in beanty and majesty be- 
side the azure waters of the "historic lagoons. 
Yt'eary of the heart-breaking monotony, the 
dismal gloom and sileuce which brood over 
Venice, the lady who owns this palace throws 
open ber apartment to a few chosen friends. 
The old lustres glitter with new wax-lights, 
and the pictures of Titian and Paul Veronese 
glow and palpitate on the walls, and the young 
beauties of Venice come flocking in to "cheer 
and crowd the room?. But at the first sounds 
of the piano a terrible explosion is heard, and 
Hie startled companv become pale with alarm. 
The committee lias forbidden such amusements, 
and thisexplosion is its voice. A borah-sUell 
flung by some veiled hand bursts in flame and 
smoke under the window, and the young beau- 
ties, pale with terror, fly from the house. The 
wax-lights are extinguished, the lady of the 
mansion closes her doors, silence and solitude 
resume their melancholy reign in her apart- 
ments. 

Should the festive party persist In their 
amusement, two bombs are exploded, and no 
Venetian has been hitherto found daring 
enough to refuse obedience to this second warn- 
ing. Vfc must, however, inform onr readers 
that the bombs used by the committee have hith- 
erto occasioned injury to no one. They intpire 
fear, but do not inflict death, and in no'instance 
has the Austrian Government succeeded in ap- 
prehending the mysterious conspirator by whom 
the bomb is projected. The projectile is per- 
fectly conspicuous, but the hand which hurls It 
is always Invisible. The agents of the commit- 
tee move like phantoms without awaking a 
noise, casting a shadow, or leaving a footprint, 
amid the labyrinth of canals on which \ enice 
stands. Let* the committee make a sign, or 
murmur a syllable, and the whole population 
bow s its head and obeys. 

While awaiting the day ef open insurrection 
when all Venice will rise in arms and battle 
against oppression, the Venetians have resolved 
to oppo.se their conquerors with this passive re- 
sMancQ, It was not enough to arsumc an ap- 
pearance of mourning — to drape her limbs in a 
funeral pall— Venice has become apparently 
nrcnthies.-, pulseless, and lifeless. 

Win n the Austrians first appeared in Venice 
— nay lor sonic years after the republic sank be- 
neath oppression— Venice, as iu the gloriout 
days of her freedom, w'as 

The i>!ea«aat place af all rcl■tlvUr. , 
The revel ol tho earth— Ihe mask of Ilaly." 

This tendency was encouraged by the Austri- 
an?, who were happy to sec the Venetians for- 
getting the absence of liberty in the presence of 
enjoyment, when one morning the committee 
came to a resolution to exile pleasure ati^l laugh- 
ter from Venice. As a consequence, crowds and 
conversation disappeared from the Palace of St. 
Stark, and songs and gondolas fled from tho 
motionless waters ofthe canals) — balls were pro- 
scribed, concerts banished, aud the theatre 
closed. 

•Not that the miserable hovels— the ragged in- 
digence— the appalling famine which makes 
It eland the scandal of Britain — it known or even 
drcampt of nndcr Austrian rule. Men never die 
of hunger under that despotism. The Venetians 
have not the same imperative reasons to assnmc 
an appearance of sorrow as Irishmen — the loss 
of independence has not resulted in such terrible 
calamities. Millions have not died of hunger in 
Austrian Italy. That calamity has been reserved 
lor Ireland. Yet, at times, we have doubted— 
wc slill doubt — whether Irishmen could abstain 
from amusement to signalize their abhorrence 
of English domination

utmost Interest and sympathy wcit; excited by 
ber story. The lady is well known all over 
Germany; her princely domieil is visited evory 
year by crowds of strangers. Tho beautiful por- 
trait by Cornelius in one of the salon* is exam- 
ined m ith much Internet, and every one departs 
li'tle dreaming that the largo and soft blue eyes, 
•Wiring to look from the picture so full of 
sweetness! and benevolence, have in life no 
power to return the glances of sympathy aud 
kindness directed toward them. 

The story of the princess is perhaps the most 
■oiieUing ford Mice of the nineteenth century. 
As a choo ' ,,<: bad been stolen ire„^ ^* r <iws 
of the verv chateau ."'"2 now inhabits. A care- 
-iess nurse,' bent on her owii f njoyment. had sul- 
fered her master's child to strsv toward the 
river, and when, in answer to the frantic ap^ 
peals aud the search made in every liircction, 
uo sign of the infant's presence could be dis- 
i "i i a, d, it was concluded that she had fallen 
into the river and got drowned. The despair of 
the mother was beyond description; but the 
idea of the child's death, accepted by all be- 
sides, was rejected by her. The river 
had been dracged, no trace of the corpse had 
been found, and so, after a few years' time, 
when the death ofthe prince, her husband, had 
released her from the obligation to remain in 
the chateau, she gave up the domain into the 
hands of her brother-in-law, and set out upon a 
strange pilgrimage all over the continent, fully 
convinced lhat she would find, one day or 
other, the object of her search. The sums of 
money spent In the pursuit, the time, the toil, 
the anxiety, absorbed ' upon every high road, 
need not be described. During the embassy of 
Prince Talleyrand, she came to London, and 
was received by Queen Adelaide with the ut- 
most kindness and sympathy.

There is reason to believe that in 
the course to be adopted with reference to the 
infringement of Brazilian sovereignty, in the 
capture of the Florida in one of her harbors, 
will be substantially the transmission of a 
despatch by saying, that this Government will 
be glad to receive and give a favorable consid- 
eration to any proposition Brazil may have to 
make. Of course there can be no difficulty 
wLcre both parties are equally desirous to 
avoid it 

Tlie question of using the power of the Gov- 
ernment to give stability and security to com- 
mercial transactions by keeping gold down to a 
uniform low premium has been und«r serious 
discussion at the Treasury Department, but tho 
announcement of action on the subject is prc- 
mUure. 

The Department now expects soon to an- 
nounce iu readiness to anticipate the payment 
ofthe January interest on its gold-beariue bonds. 
The money Is lying Idle In its vaults and may 
as well be used. 

Sheridan's army broke camp at Cedar Creek 
on the 9th, and fell back toward Winchester. 
This movement, which is purely a matter of 
convenience for getting near' the base of sup- 
plies as the roads bocome bad, has been only 
delayed thus long to prevent the copperheads 
from distorting it for political ends into a de- 
feat. 

Lord Lyons is lying dangerously 111 of typhoid 
fever, and is scarcely expected to recover. 

Foiit Smith, Ark.. Nov. 8. 

Price turned west from Cave Hill on the 4th. 
On the Cth Gen. Thayer moved a force up tho 
north side of the river from here for the pur- 
1>06C of attacking Price, but fearing thai Cooper 
wonld move toward Fort Smith with 7.0U0 men, 
he thought best to return.

He 
next turns up at Commerce, in company with 
Jeff. Thompson, where Williams aud Thomp- 
son had a grand light. Williami shot Thomp- 
son's brother-in-law, who was his Lieutenant, 
for dioobeying bis orders. 8hots were sfter- 
wards ex charged between Thompson and Wil- 
liams. Gen. Grant •ubsequently captured Wil- 
liams aud thirty of his men aud paroled them. 
He has been North some two years. He is a 
native of Soulhwe'tern Virginia, but has spent 
most of his lilc at sea. We would not bo sur- 
prised to hear of him ea the lakes before long, 
as be is a desperate character. 

Many years a;o, the Williams hoys mado 
themselves well known in Wheeling, and they 
were regarded as dangerous characters. 



Two Mkn Kii.i.ep in Davis Cocntt, Iowa. — 
On Monday evening last, two men, strangers, 
and of suspicious appearance, passed through 
Troy, Davis county, Iowa, and stopped to stay 
all nigbt at the house of a Mr, Gore, Three citl- 
zcn», Mr. Wallace, his son, and a Mr. Dufflcld, 
having their suspicious .that the strangers were 
guerillas, determined to arrest them.

The latter overhauled his rear guard at Fayette- 
ville, Arkansas, where another small fight took 
place, in which the rebels were again worsted 
and compelled to retreat further south. Al this 
point the pursuit ceased. Price has, no doubt, 
by this time crossed tho Arkansas river, aud 
thus secured his army from further harassment.

by their indifference or carelessness, bring tula 
amount ef suffering upon the soldier. 

WKABT OF CITY I.I PH. 

Frequently, when passing; along the streeta 
and mingling with the soldiers, I have enter- 
tained the idea that many were tired of tha 
hum-drum life they were leading, and were 
anxiously awaiting for the order from thoir 
commander which would recall them to the ex- 
citement of a campaign. Were there as many 
sources of amusement here as In cities further 
north, perhaps the case might be different; but 
where thero arc no amusements except those 
which may be found in witnessing the follies and 
contortions of a few itinerant negro minstrels, 
who constantly repeat their stale witticisms un- 
til that Which was intended to excite the ap- 
plause of their audiences only serve to fill tho 
minds of all with disgust, then none will bo 
surprised that a soldier can be more happy, and 
can tiud more to attract the mind and aniuse it 
while "on a campaign than while remainiug iu a 
deserted city, even though il be filled with beau- 
tiful houses, and in the midst of a naturally at- 
tractive country. 

nrsiNESS. • 
The only thing w hich has claimed to hare tha 
appearance of business has been that which 
sutlcia 'and fancy goods dealers have transact- 
ed. If I have not given it the proper name, I 
most humbly ask pardon ofthe soldiers; far 
they arc the only ones who have been obliged 
to patronise these enterprising firms, and who 
have submitted to the extraordinary scale of 
piices.which they have adopted. One hundred 
and fifty per cent would be considered a fair 
profit by all who purchase, but when from 
three to five hundred per cent is realized, an 
outraged soldiery should at least offer aoma 
kind ef a protest; and even a poor news cor- 
respondent cry aloud at the imposition. Tha 
hotels which opened with so great a number of 
guests, have been obliged bp relinquish the im- 
mense patronage whiel^thcy enjoyed, and close 
H eir doors; but whether from the waut of the 
necessary supply of provisions, or through the 
pei^uasive eloquence of an order from souse 
officer duly authorized to issue the same, I am 
unable to -,ay. But whenjeorn-brcad and pork, 
pr o per ly prepared, is worth four dollars per day 
in a hotel, olliccrs «s well as soldiers begin to 
appreciate its value when wholesomely cooked 
in camp aud furnished at government prices. 

AlTlCARANCE CY T11K CITT. 

The cHt Iww undergone quite a chancre in its 
appearance since our army lirstentored .it. Many 
tine residences have been torn down, and many- 
dwelling houses of more modest pretensions 
have been destroyed. The material in most 
esses of which these houses were composed, 
have been consumed as firewood, or used bv sol- 
diers wiih which to build their quarters. If the 
citizens who have left are even permitted to re- 
turn, thev will hardly recognize the clly In lhat 
which is left for their inspection. The busincse 
houses have been well cared for, for in these are 
stored the supplies for the use of the armv, 
though one or two large buildings, which have 
been used heretofore as manufactories, have not 
entirely escaped. The best dwellings which are 
left are occupied by officers as headquarters, 
while in many of the most indifferently built 
and impasingln appearance, families of negroes 
dwell and enjoy their season of triumph. 

The fortifications about the eily have been 
gTeatly strengthened, and arc able to resist all 
hostile forces which may be brought to ojierato 
against them. They were exceedingly strong 
when we took possession of them, and to an 
inexperienced eye u| peared incapable of im- 
provement. That they have been clearly ex- 
hibits i lie fact that our engineers are mora 
skilful than those who planned the original 
construction of l he works.

Wc think 
the popular majority will be about 350,000, with- 
out including the yotes east in Tennessee, 
Arkansas, and Louisiana, where there were no 
legal elections. Twenty-two States for Lincoln, 
three for McClellan, and cleTen "wayward 
sisters" comprise th« United States constellation 
of thirty-six stars. 

ifa*" The Tote of Kentucky is coining in very 
Blowly, and it is hardly necessary to give the 
results in scatterinc counties until wc can re- 
ceive them officially from the Secretary of State 
at Frankfort, and put them in tabular form. 
Wc think McClellan 's majority will not be over 
25,000, for the storm was nearly universal, and 
there was an exceedingly light vote polled on 
that account, the roads and streams having 
been Impassable. 

TUE ESTIMATED PRESIDENTIAL RESULT. 

Lincoln. McClellan. 
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Mr. Lincoln's majority is one hundred and 
ninety-two votes. The result is overwhelming, 
and we defer to the voice of the majority spoken 
ao potentially. The secession movement was 
the result of a minority's refusal to submit to 
the clearly-expressed verdict of the nation. 
Mr. Lincoln had received 1,866,452 votes, while 
2,403,811 persons cast their suffrages for Doug- 
las, Breckinridge, and Bell, so that Mr. Lincoln, 
though obtaining a minority of the votes, was 
constitutionally elected, having received a ma- 
jority in the electoral colleges. lie now is a 
majority candidate in nil essentials, and most 
heartily do wc beseech the high and mighty 
Ruler of the universe to direct and prosper alj 
his consultations to the safety, the honor, and 
the welfare of the people, and the establishment 
of peace and happiness upon the best and surest 
foundations. It was from no factious opposition 
to the President that we opposed his re-election. 
When the rebellion had assumed sucU It bold 
and menacing front that the loyal hearts of 
the country rallied to the defence of our na- 
tionality, and it was found that all concilia- 
tory measures were rejected with scorn, we 
gave our entire energies to the policy of the 
Administration. We need not recur to the fa- 
tal errors which, in our mature, conscientious, 
and patriotic judgment resulted from a change 
of that original policy. We believed that tiic 
President had ei red in interpreting the law and 
the constitution; that he had mistaken the lim- 
it of executive authority, and had interfered 
with both the other co-ordinate powers of the 
government, and, therefore, we could not con- 
tinue our advocacy of his measures. Na honest 
man can condemn us for this course. When- 
ever he was right n our judgment, it was not 
only our duty, but our highest gratification, to 
support him, and whenever our convictions 
were that he was wrong, and that his policy 
was dangerous to the integrity of the constitu- 
tion and the liberties of the people, \ra cu- 
deavoied to rally around us a party which 
we earnestly hoped might be able to defeat 
his re-election. The unparalleled majority which 
he has rcceiv ed we accept as an evidence that 
the American people do not fear his policy as 
tending to the subversion of constitutional lib- 
erties, and wo shall look to the future of his 
career with hope. The bitter rancor which has 
been excited, will, we trust, be allayed, and 
not be again aroused. The nation has decided 
that it was not expedient to "swap horses" 
while crossing a ragiug stream, and we must, 
therefore, tint t our safety to the old nag, In the 
hope that he will be able to bear, us over the 
torrent of civil strife. 

We are enlisted during the entire war for the 
preservation of the old Union and the old flag 
without a singic 6tar undimmed. Such has 
been our position, despite manv terrible threats 
of personal violence aud annihilation. Wu are 
for the old constitution, too, for we believe that 
a State has a right to make its own laws and 
regulate its own affairs, provided they do not 
conflict with the covenant of union made by 
onr fathers, for whom we have a great rever- 
ence, and in whose wisdom we have an abiding 
faith. Wc shall never surrender but with life 
the liberty of epoech and the right to control 
our journal as a free press. We shall always 
distinguish l etween discussion of any inchoate 
policy which the Administration may foreshad- 
ow and opposition to the execution of measures 
which have received the Fanctiou of national 
legislation. Resistance to law because the law 
ia distasteful to a particular interest or party, 
can never be palliated. Thus wc opposs J In its 
Tery inception the policy of armiug negro 
troops, but when Congress authorized their en- 
ltalment, it became a outy to submit to the law. 
It is far better to acquiesce temporarily ::: !!;.: re- 
quirements of erroneous legislation than to placa 
ourselves iufactious opposition, which may have 
a tendency to produce seditious movements. 
The true correctivo is in the popular intelli- 
gence, and the stern arguments of experience. 
To these the public press can always appeal. 
»nd it therefore becomes the duty of thejourual- 
iit to discuss with sincerity an administrative 
policy, pointing out its departures from what he 
conceives to be the legitimate path, and giving 
It all proper credit, encouragement, and sup- 
port where he can cordially acquiesce in its 
•pinions. We have now to co-operate with the 
Trcsident as we have done in the past, to crush 
out the rebellion, and to bruise the head of the 
acrpent which has struck its fangs at the peace 
and security of our Union, aud wc must do thus 
in the most effective manner, without putting 
on any drags to impede the war-chariot of the 
nation in its proud swoop toward victory. 
President Lincoln, on the evening of the 
election, was serenaded in congratulation of 
his succefs, and in a short speech he 
anid he believed— and he trusted without 
personal Interest — that the welfare of the 
country required and the best interests of the 
nation were to be subserved by the support 
and indorsement of the present Administra- 
tion; that he earnestly believed the consequence 
of last Tuesday's work would be of lastiug ad- 
vantage, if not tho very salvation of the coun- 
try. There is a deep solemnity in these asser- 
tions and in his thankfulness to God for the 
manifested approval of the people, while dis- 
claiming any taint of personal triumph and 
without impugning the motives of those who 
opposed him. We detect no self-commendation 
In this speech, but a confidence in the position 
of affairs, and we cordially trust it manifests 
that he reels, himself to be master of it. Wc 
shall await ^vith anxiety the reassembliug of 
Congress and the developments of future pol- 
icy, which w ill be given in the annual message 
of the President. We hope that they will be of 
such a character that loyal Kentucky can 
cheerfully indorse them. Wc have been earnest 
in our support of the Government, aud we shall 
be glad to have it in our power to show our- 
•clves equally earnest in the advocacy of Mr. 
Lincoln's administration of the government. 
We know that he has yielded to radical pres- 
sure in the belief that he could make his admin- 
istration more advantageous by uniting all sec- 
tions of bis party; but now that he is secured In 
his second term, he caunot be constrained by 
such influences, and can afford to give more to 
his country than to that party. He regards his 
re-election as an "evidence of the people's reso- 
lution to Hand by a free government and tho 
rights of humanity," and he gives thanks to the 
Almighty f,,r this manifestation. Let him ad- 
minister his functions as the head of a free gov- 
erument. ai.d let all his action be l]ircQlQi t0 
ward fas maintenance of the rights of human- 
ity, and blessiugs and benefits will be the result 
to our country.

— On the i?th 
ult., Major-General Bnrbrldgc communicated 
the information from his headquarters to those 
owning or feeding hogs in Kentucky that the 
Government desired to secure the surplus hogs 
In tie State, and would pay a fair market value 
for all that were for sale, lie stated that it was 
not intended to limit the amount deemed nec- 
cssarv to be packed for family use, but he hoped 
that all would willingly sell to the Government 
anv excess over their personal wants, and not 
allow so much to be packed in the country as 
to invite raids for its capture. Major Symonds 
was intrusted with the details of the business, 
and has selected agents for designated districts, 
as follows: C. T. Worlcy for the counties of 
Woodford, Jessamine, Fayette, Clarke, Madi- 
son, Montgomery, Bath, Bourbon, Scott, 
Nicholas, and Harrison, being the First 
District; E. H. Buruside for the comi- 
ties of Garrard, Lincoln, 'Boyle, Mer- 
cer, Washington, Marion, and Casey, being the 
Second District; J. Shelby Todd for the counties 
of Oldham, Trimble, Henry, Shelby, Franklin, 
Anderson, and Spencer, being tho Third Dis- 
trict; V. P. Armstrong for the counties of 
Meade, Hardin, Grayson, Edmundson, Barren, 
Metcalfe, Green, Hart, Larue, and Nelson, be- 
ing the Fourth District: B. n. Bristow for the 
counties of Allen, Warren, Butler, and west of 
the Cumberland river, being the Fifth District; 
aud A. W. Ilolcman for the counties of Carroll, 
Owen, Gallatin, Grant, and Boone, being the 
fixth District. 

We understand that these agents are author- 
ized to give eight cents per pound, delivered In 
Louisville, and V. P. Armstrong, Esq., informs 
us that he will pay cash or checks on the city for 
all purchases. Wc do not know what arrange- 
ments the other agents have made, nor whether 
Major Svmonds, who is Commissary of Subsist- 
ence at this poi,t, will pay in cash or certificates 
of indebtedness. The desire, as we understood it, 
is to purchase from those who lure fattened 
hejs for sale, and not to interfere wnh those 
who have raised for their own u-e, but it is 
proper that precautionary measures should be 
need to prevent advantage from being taken of 
the necessities of the Government and keep 
down all speculation. We learned that orders 
had been issued prohibiting any railroad or 
steamboat from taking hogs out of the State, 
which prevents the feeder from selling or 
packing out of the State. A Government paek- 
ing-housc is to be established in this city under 
the control of Maj. J. S. Speed aud Robert 
Floyd, and no other persons are to be allowed 
to pack this fall. When these representations 
were made to us, we thought it proper, for the 
purpose of allaying all apprehensions, to make 
application' directly to Major St mouds,for such 
explanations as our own farmers and stock 
raisers were desirous of obtaining. We accord- 
ingly wrote to him as Commissary of Subsist- 
ence, and he answered our enquiries in detail, 
as follows i

Atuurer.— The Subsistence Department desires 
and expects, by the measures adopted, to pro- 
cure aud pack ioo,000 hogs in Kentucky during 
the present season, aud docs not wish any more 
unless it be necessary to pack more to secure 
such as arc uot needed for the wants of the 
people.

/InAer. — 1 have ahva\s stated, and now state, 
that I have no desire to restrict or Interfere with 
such packing as may be Decenary for the wants 
of the people, either in the countiyor the towns 
and clues. Rumors aud apprehensions should 
not be accepted, and commented upon as facts 
when parties have full opportunities of gaiuiug 
exact information.

In conclusion, let mc think yon for your cour- 
teous treatment of this question, and let me ask 
of you, on behalf of the Government, the same 
solicitude for its interests in the matter that I 
nseure you I feel for the people of your State.

Wc can assure Major Symonds that we arc im- 
pressed with solicitude for the interests of the 
Government, and, at the same time, we arc 
anxious that the people of Kentucky should 
have as fair a 6how as their neighbors. It 
seems to us that proposals by advertise- 
ment should have been issued for hogs de- 
livered, or for pork and bacon when cured, 
for the farmer not having tho right to sell 
his stock to any purchaser bat the Govern- 
ment, will be obliged to submit to the prices 
which the agents may offer. There is no dis- 
position, wc fully understand, to give an unfair 
price, but, if the wants of Government arc so 
pressin?, why not include Indiana and Ohio in 
the restriction? If Major Syinondi were to ad- 
vertise that he would receive all hogs and pay 
the current market price for them, he would 
InTite feeders from north of the Ohio river to 
swell his supply. This was originally his 
lutcution, but, within the past weak, he 
has changed his mind. The obvious ef- 
fect of the indicated policy will be to compel 
Keutucky larmcrs and stock-rai.-ers to submit 
to the first prices offered, for the advance in the 
cost of coin will preclude the possibility of keep- 
ing their hogs long, while in Indiana and Ohio 
packers will put down all they can get and hold 
on for the inevitable rise. The Commissioner 
of Agriculture has furnished his tables for the 
year, and these show that the number oi fatten- 
ing hogs in our State lias decreased three and 
eight-elevenths as compared with. l<j';3. 
We shall not, therefore, have as many 
hogs by about forty per cent as 
wc raised last year, and the supplv will be lnade. 
quate for our home wants. This mode of selling to 
the Government may greatly inconvenience our 
citizens, for in the cattle districts ?onie farmers 
do not fatten stock at all, but attend exclusively 
to cereals and root crops, and these are ex- 
chenged for hogs with the graziers, who do no- 
grow the former. Wc nave heretofore ex- 
pressed our hope that the Commissary Depart- 
ment of the army may gel as much pork and 
bacon as is required, at the lowest prices, but 
we do not believe that the object will be attained 
by the imposition of an indirect tax upon Ken- 
tucky, which is an unequal tax, as it la not levied 
upon any other 8tate, as far as we know. 

Wc believe that the arrangements of Major 
Symonds, who of course acts under orders, are 
judiciously made, and that he is solicitous to 
protect the interests of our people, while he is 
carrying out tho wishes of the Govcrnmeut. 
Wc refer to this subject in order to place it, in 
all its aspects, before those with whom it origi- 
nated, pur belief, amounting almost to confi- 
dence, Is 'that the liue of policy we have indi- 
cated would give the Subsistence Department 
advantages in the general market as a buyer, 
and carry out the spirit of the law, which re- 
quires all proposals for supplies to be adver- 
tised, and allotted to the lowest bidders, who 
can give security for the execution of contracts. 

Qckrv.— now much money did the senior 
Editor of the Louisville Journal offer a certain 
rebel to swear to a false affidavit a few weeks 
ago against the Editor of this paper?

S3" The telegraph agents at the eastward 
have been sending coals to Newtastle in the 
shape of dispatches, with Georgia news from 
New York and Washington city to this point. 
We have been fully advised of General Sher- 
man's plans, but we have regarded it of the first 
importance to their success that they should 
not be made public. We may now state that 
the despatch which the Indianapolis Journal 
published lately, detailing the burning of Atlanta, 
is not tine, but the railroad lcadiug from the 
city northward to Chattanooga has been ren- 
dered unserviceable and the iron has been re- 
moved. Hood was driven into Alabama three 
weeks ago, several hundred miles from Atlanta, 
and Sherman, leaving Gcncrai Morgan, with 
sufficient force to manage Hood, started for 
Maaon, Andersonville, and other points on his 
way to the seaboard, to strike cither at Charles- 
ton or Savannah.

^j- Wo n«ve »omc interesting intelligence 
fron- » u c eastern part of onr State, detailing 
^.counts of severe skirmishing between the 
militia and guerillas and the advance of a large 
rebel force under Colonel Candell. On the 7th 
instant, twentr-five guerillas, in command of 
Lieutenant Jerry W. South, Jr., formerly of 
Frankfort, made an attack upon twenty of the 
State militia on the middle fork of Kentucky 
river, in Breathitt county. The militia fought 
with great bravery, but were unable to stand 
the heavy charges of a superior force, and were 
compelled to retreat, having lost one man killed, 
.and six mortally wounded. Three of the six 
have already died, and, at last accounts, the 
other three were not e:;rect6d to survive from 
one hour to the next. South is a daring leader, 
and he fought his men with reckless despera- 
tion. After routing the militia, the guerillas 
started for Owsley county, made a raid on the 
town of Proctor, and robbed the stores of goods 
Valued at five thousand dollars. The citizens 
Tfcre without arms, and incapable of offering a 
defence. The marauders appeared to care more 
for good horseflesh than anything else, and the 
best animals were "confiscated" by them at 
every point visited. From Owsley, they moved 
into Wolfe county, and made an attack on 
C'ompton, the county-seat. The citizens had 
obtained information of their approach, and 
were prepared to give them a warm reception. 
A brisk little skirmish ensued, in which the 
outlaws were speedily routed. Captain 
J. A. Stamper, of the militia, learned 
Of the movements of South, and, wjth 
twelve mounted men, started in pur- 
suit of the band. At Devil's Creek, in Wolfe 
county, he had a slight skirmish with them, 
orcing their retreat. No one was injured by 
the firing. Captain Stamper then made a sweep 
across the country, and, by rapid riding, found 
himseif iu front of the marauders, on Dolly 
Creek, Breathitt county. De cfarged the out- 
laws, and drove them back in confusion. 
Lieutenant South fought bravely, but his men 
deserted him, and, severely wounded, he fell 
from his horse, and was made a prisoner. It 
appears that he is a commissioned officer in the 
rebel aimy,and was sent to Kentucky on recruit- 
ing service. Themenwhomhe had rallied about 
him, were a desperate set, and their only object 
in joining him was of robbing and plundering 
the people. A number of papprs w%re found 
on the person of South, among them an order 
to proceed to Kentucky, collect absentees, and 
obtain recruits for the rebel armies. An official 
document, signed by Colonel Candell, directed 
Lieutenant South to make preparations to sub- 
sist two hundred men at Breathitt Court-house; 
also instructing Lieutenant Strong to have meal 
prepared, out of which bread could be mauu- 
factf.ed. l-'-ora this, it is inferred, that Colonc 
ndell is advancing into that part of the Stole 
'with a strong column of mounted men. 

Subsequent to the wounding and capture of 
Lieutenant South, a deserter from Candell's 
camp arrived at Irvine, Ky., and stated that the 
advance of the rebel Colonel's command, fifty 
men, had arrived in Breathitt county, and the 
main force was following a short distance be- 
hind. There arc no Federal tro»ps in that por- 
tion of the State, and the militia can offer bat 
feeble resistance to so formidable an advance. 
It is presumed that the rebels have entered the 
State for the purpose of obtaining horses and 
recruits.

Mn.ir>\i;Y Prison Statistics. — An eximina- 
tion of the books in the office of Capt. Jones, 
Cory rnissary General for rebel prisoners passing 
th'ough Kentucky, reveals some interesting 
'.acts. Since October, 1862, forty thousand pris- 
oners have passed through the Captain's hands, 
and been confined in the Military Prison at 
Louisville. When we consider that Louisville is 
bnt one point at which prisoners are received 
from the armies of the West, this great number 
shows how largely the rebel forces have been 
depleted in two j cars of warfare. The tables 
below arc valuablo aa statistics of the official 
transactions of this office for tho past year:

bold niOTcmcnt: Lieut, dishing had accom- 
1 li bed a srtat deal and had been the cause of 
relievintr a number of lotal men from distress 
and starvation. After tnat was done, the fleet 
under Commander W. H. Macomb proceeded 
up the river within a short distance of the town, 
when they eanic to obstructions, and, after ex- 
t baaefac a few thtits, returned. On Sunday, 
the 30th ult.. the fleet proceeded to Roanoke 
river throuch Middle river above the town, 
and thcl'.cd Plymouth with telling effect. 
Ou Monday morning Commander Macomb 
steamed down the river, followed by the re- 
mainder of the fleet, nnd, while passing oppo- 
site the town, gave the rebels 6hcll, grape, and 
canuter to their hearts' content. Macomb 
then landed about 100 men from his ship, in 
ciarge of Lieutenant Dtiver and Favyinaater 



vacnatcd the town immediately. We captured 
ti pieces of heavy and twelve pieces of light 
rtillery, together with alarye quantity of small 
rms.

The steamship Kangaroo, from New York, 
arrived at Quecustown at 12 o'clock miJuight 
on the 2d inst. 

The steamship 8axoni-.i, form New York, had 
not arrived out up to noon of the 3d inst. 

The steamship Jura, from Quebec, ran 
aground at Crosby's Point, at the eutran- e of 
the river Mersey, at 10 o'clock on the morning 
of the 3d inst., "at high water. As the tide re- 
ceded, she was left higlt and dry, and parted in 
the middle. Her mails, passengers, aud crew 
were landed in safety. The weather wa- calm, 
bnt hazy at the time of the disaster, and ihe pi- 
lot mistook tlie lights. Efforts are to be made 
to float the two pieces, and tow- them back, 
only six miles distant. 

The Confederate organ in London gives the 
following relative to the capture of the Confed- 
erate steamer Florida: 

The Confederate authorities in London have 
received a telegram, dated Lisbon, from Capt.

It 
is comprirsd within an extent of five or six 
seres. The house is, in fact, the oldest in Rich- 
mond county, and this is a boast of the Wind- 
tor family. Last summer the proprietor spent 
over seven thontand dollars in renovating and 
Improving the place. 

interiorly the house Is superbly furnished. 
Carpctsof the finest kind, Brussells'nnd Turkey, 
cover tke floors. The furniture is elegant and 
even rare. There are two pianos of most ex- 
quisite style and finish, and one of them has the 
reputation of being among "the finest of instru- 
ments ever made. The library is well stocked 
wilb books tbat are not only light and interesl- 
ing, but solid and useful. In the matter of pic- 
tures and engravings, there are some of much 
value. Thc-rooms are furnished and "set ont" 
In aristocratic etyle. There is the "blue room," 
with its blue furniture; tho "red room," garn- 
ished in red hues; the "pink room," etc., Ac. 
The reception rooms, boudoir, and parlors] are 
all in exquisite condition. There were never 
less than three female domestics in the house, 
and thote, with the hostler, gardener, and serv- 
ing boy, comprised all the servants. All these 
people, we are told, speak very highly of Mr. 
Windsor for his general kindness aud generosity 
toward them ; and as among those who are likely 
to tnfler tomcwhat by this misfortune, it is as 
well, perhaps, that their feeling in the case 
should be noted. 

Thcte persons who look further than the end 
of their shadows say that they have always sus- 
pected something wrong in tho style and 
apparent extravagance of his career. As a bank 
clerk, in the position he filled, it did not need a 
sorcerer to savthat ho did not get money enough 
to keep up a splendid establishment, keep fine 
horses, a substantial equipage, and generally to 
attract attention by the brilliancy of his sur- 
roundings. Whenever inquiries were made as 
to how he could carry things so high, there was 
nlway s an answer apt to the occasion. "He had 
inherited a fortune;" his wife was possessed of 
"independent means;" he was not "relvingupon 



man who had a right to enjoy himself in any 
wav he thought proper. 

The whole premises recently occupied by 
Windsor arc low under the hand of the Sheriff 
of Richmond county. The attachment, w^ are 
told, covers a sum exceeding one hundred 
thousand dollars; bnt the' real value of theestatc 
If put down at scarcely one quarter of that sum, 
as far as the proper estimates go. Of the actual 
value of the property there is now no means of 
forming a conclusion. It ought to be worth a 
large sum of money, and so it is. The whole 
thing has, however, passed into a consignment.

The Queen of Spain is now a large, portly 
woman, perhaps somewhat older in appearance 
than her y ears allow. She no longer can be 
said to answer to the description given of her 
thirty years ago in one of the popular tongs of 
the war of the succession, which described the 
contending competitors for the throne of Spain:

But the Queen of Spain, though no longer "a 
lovely girl," is 61111 by no means unattractive. 
The photographs and portraits w hich are shown 
In shop windows by no means do her justice. 
She has about her a great deal more sparkle, 
vivacity, nnd good humor than her photographs 
allow; 'Indeed, her distinguishing characteristic 
Is said to be genuine good temper, or, as il has 
been expressed to me, her "heartiness," which 
gains her a very large share of the affection of 
those who are privileged to approach her. 

The Queen is said to be a very affectionate 
mother of her children. She lias now Jour of 
them, three girls and a boy. The eldest, the 
Infanta Isabella, approaches her thirteenth 
i car. having been born on the 20th of Decem- 
ber, 1851. She is an interesting looking young 
lady, but is said to bear herself somewhat 
more haughtily than those about her entirely 
approve. The Prince of Asturiaa is'tho next 
child, aud is yet not quite eight. He is an ele- 
gant but rather delicate looking boy, who 
seems to be worn out with state and study. 
The poor HI tic fellow is driven through Madrid 
in a coach anil six, attended by a guard of 
honor, almost every afternoon, to the Retiro 
(a part of the Park reserved for the roval fam- 
ily), where he takes pleasure in driving him- 
self about in a Utile goat-chaise. Ho Is i'rn- 
erally uteompanicd bv hi* sister, the Infanta 
halellu. 

The other royal children, with their nurses, 
follow him in another Siate carriage drawn by 
six mules; arid that is generally followed by an- 
other eimilar equipage, full of ladies aud" gen- 
tlemen in waiting; so that even the poor little 
prince's drive iu bis goat-chaise is made a mat- 
ter of court ceremony. Il is rather fun to sec 
this procession ol princes and princesses going 
to the Prado, followed by a drag conveying four 
stately specimens of tho genus "Jeauies," in 
gold cocked hats and vermilion stockings, who 
convey from the royal stables to the Reiiro the 
perambulators in which the younger members 
of the roy al iauiily are doomed lo take their 
n.'rh.gs. 

Jt Is observable thai the King and Queen 
raie»' v accompauy the royal children. Thev 
MnsJa/ ta ^° 'heir own separate drive, almost 
nh\a\s company, but very rarely wiih anv of 
Ihe roval family with them. The King, iudced, 
is taid' to t how verv little attachment to anv of 
hi- wife's ofi>l'ring, though at the same time he 
fullv rocognuu's them, and L> at ihe present mo- 
ment, it is said, es(>ecially anxious to obtain a 
decree of the C^tes wherebv he shall be ap- 
pointed regent in the event of the Quecu's de- 
mise and the succession of the Prince of the 
Aslurias to the throuo. Whether this arrange- 
ment will be carried out or not it is difficult to 
say at present. It is not until next vcar tbat a 
settlement w ill become urgent, and mut'h will 
depend upon the course of events, aud the par- 
ties who may at that time be in power. 



now PoruKs ahk F.mii.m..mi:]>. — A correspond- 
ent of a Philadelphia paper writes from City 
Point, Va., as follows: 

Among the curiosities in the rear of our great 
armies, none more attract my attention than 
embalming tents, and the amount of business 
they do. The process of embalming is very 
simple nnd easily comprehended. When the 
subject is laid upon the operating table, a slight 
incision is made in the neck, from which as 
much oft he blood asc in beis withdrawn, and then 
an Incision in the femoral artery admits the metal 
end of a rubber tube, through' which, by a force 
pump, the preserving fluid is driven into the 
eutiic arterial svstem. and thus into the venous 
sy stem, expelling in the course of its progress 
w hat blood had yet remained in arteries or veins. 
The materials wed, the embalm ;rs attempt to 
conceal. It is said that arsenic is a principal 
rroe. This Is especially important in warm 
weather. After the process is completed, the 
form of the face and general expression of the 
countenance remains unchanged, except a good 
deal darkening In color. At the end of a few 
months, an embalmed body would not be verv 
different in appearance, perhaps, from the 
Egyptian specimens, though less repulsive. 

If the embalming is deferred till the third day 
afu r death iu summer time it cannot be per- 
formed with success, except in rare cases. Upon 
the second dnv success is quite certain; "anil 
when we get ihe body w ithm a few hours of 
dcalh," said an cmbaltner to me, "we make 
very pretty cases." And he exhibited s-jinc 
Which seemed beautiful to him. 

I leai in d of Dr. J. W. Bunnell, City Point, 
Who is engaged in the business, that ihe whole 
cost of coffin, embalming, and expressing ihe 
body home to the Northern Status, will range 
froth $.ho to (160, which must be paid here beforo 
the body leaves. 

Upon the ue-irablencss of having a friend's 
bod] embalmed and taken home, I am strongly 
in the negative. If he falls in fighting for a 
tiered principle, his bod* will help consecrate 
the soil, snd make It truly sacred dust; and we 
will then remember him ai he appeared wh';n 
he left bis Northern hornet nor have our re col- 
lection of a bright and beautiful face forever 
marred by the vision of his decaying htu em- 
balm' d corpse Such would be mv advice lo 
any irhud. Siill, if you must tee and bury 
with your own hands that loved dust, the em* 
balnifr >'.ill enable vou to do it. 



SnTN. WoauM in Until tint — Among the 
remarkable tu^s to which steel has been ap- 
] .lit d of late, "there is none more rem irkable 
than the drawing of that hard metal Into vari- 
ous forms nnd dimensions, A piece of steel la 
taken, not red hot, but cold, and placed in a 
powerful hydraulic machine, which difaws it 
slowly out to the required length and form.

I erfrctly finished. Of course, If a square tnoe 
can In drawn in so intractable a metal, anv 
other form can be drawn, and henceforth steel 
ami- barrels will be drawn, and sold n a lower 
cost than those made of iron. And there Is this 
one further advantage In 'he proceaa, that It 
in pn.\m the quality of the steel, nnd iuvarts 
to ii an unusual 'toughness Machinery f ir 
drawing steel tutu s on a large scale b id becu 
elected by some English niauufaciurcrs.
